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Early History of Salina 


The city of Salina, as originally surveyed and 
platted, was located on the southwest quarter of 
Section 12, and northwest quarter of Section 13, 
Township 14, south, Range 3, west of the sixth 
principal meridian. The founder of the town was 
W. A. Phillips, who succeeded in organizing a 
Town Company, of which he was president, and 
composed of the following members: W. A. Phil- 
lips, A. M. Campbell, James Muir, Robert Craw- 
ford and A. C. Spilman. The survey of the town 
was commenced in March, 1858, and was con- 
tinued at intervals, until March, 1862, when it 
was completed. On March 30, 1859, the company 
was granted a charter by the Sixth Territorial 
Legislature of Kansas. After the company was 
organized, additional members were added from 
time to time, and on the 14th of February, 1862, 
Robert H. Bishop, Ransom Calkin and Rev. Wil- 
liam Bishop were added as members. The plat 
of the survey was filed for record on the 14th 
day of April, 1862, and Salina takes its place on 
the map as one of the towns of Kansas. The 
town is beautifully located, and stands in the 
center of a rich and fertile valley, on the banks 
of the Smoky Hill River, just where, coming from 
the south, it makes a bend to the east. The town 
is located on both sides of the river, the greater 
part, including all the business portion, being 
on the west side. It is somewhat in doubt as to 
who built the first house in town, but from the 
statements of the earliest settlers, it will scarcely 
admit of a doubt that W. A. Phillips put up the 
first house ever erected in the city. It was a 
large log house and stood on what is now Iron 
Avenue, between Santa Fe Avenue and the river. 
Whatever doubt may exist as to who put up the 
first house, there is none as to who opened the 
first store; the credit for this being attributed to 
George Pickard, who opened a kind of general 
store, on a small scale, in a log house in the sum- 
mer of 1858, and this was followed a few months 
after by another which was opened by A. M. 
Campbell in a small house on what is now Iron 
Avenue. In 1859 another store was opened by H. 
L. Jones, and these three, Pickard, Campbell, 
and Jones, were the pioneer businessmen of Sa- 
lina. At that time the county was almost without 
settlement; what few settlers there were being 
located in and about what is now Salina. The 
chief trading of these stores was with the Indians, 
who came from all directions to the Smoky Hill 
Valley to hunt. Robes and skins were the chief 
articles the red men would bring to trade, and 
these they would give in exchange for provisions, 
ammunition, and, occasionally, a little poor 
whisky. These robes and skins received from the 


Indians would be loaded up in wagons by the 
traders and hauled to Leavenworth or Kansas 
City, where they would be sold, then the mer- 
chants would load up again with goods and start 
back for Salina. About a dozen families included 
all the settlers in the county prior to 1860, and 
these were mostly located at Salina. Among these 
were W. A. Phillips and his brother, D. L., George 
Pickard, A. M. Campbell, James Muir, Robert 
Crawford, A. C. Spilman, H. L. Jones, John and 
Gothart Schipple, Mrs. Link, Israel Markley, 
Thomas Coonrad, Charles Holtzman and Simon 
Garlitz. In 1860, a few additional settlers located 
in the town, and among these were Rev. William 
Bishop and his brother Robert, and Ransom Cal- 
kins. Settlers came in very slowly, and the war 
commencing early in 1861, immigration to the 
county virtually stopped, although a new comer 
would occasionally drop in at long intervals.. 
The first attempt at anything like manufacturing 
in the county was a saw-mill erected at Salina on 
the Smoky, by W. A. Phillips, which was kept 
pretty busy for some time sawing the native 
timber into lumber for building purposes. In 
1862, the people of the town were thrown into 
a state of great consternation by a too well 
founded report that hostile Indians were ap- 
proaching from the west, massacreing all the 
white people they found. Some were inclined to 
pooh-pooh the idea, but when the ranchmen came 
into the town, after several of their number had 
been butchered, and confirmed the report, they 
discovered that it was a matter that required 
other action than mere pooh-poohing. The con- 
sternation became general, and a regular panic 
seized the community. Those who had settled east 
of Salina made for Junction City and Fort Riley, 
and those west and in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of Salina hastened to town. Seeing the 
danger that threatened them, and knowing the 
terrible results of an Indian massacre, which was 
likely to take place, they immediately set to 
work and built a stockade 50x 150 feet, on the 
north side of what is now Iron Avenue, nearly 
opposite where the Metropolitan Hotel stood. 
These preparations were made none too soon; 
for the Indians, meeting with no opposition 
on their way, came on with a whoop; but seeing 
that the people of Salina were prepared to give 
them a warm reception, they gave the place a 
wide berth; and thus Salina escaped a massacre. 


The town made but very little progress during 
the years of the war, and until the Kansas Pacific 
Railway was built in 1867 its growth was extre- 
mely slow. With the coming of the railroad came 
a stream of immigration and Salina pushed rapid- 


ly ahead. Prior to the advent of the railroad 
there was neither a schoolhouse nor church edi- 
fice in town, although there were several church 
organizations. A school had been taught, however, 
since as early as 1862, the first teacher being Miss 
Thacher, who taught in the small frame house 
on Iron Avenue. Anticipating the railway, which 
was then being pushed towards Salina as rapidly 
as possible, W. A. Phillips, in December, 1866, 
had surveyed and laid off into lots ‘Phillips’ Ad- 
dition to Salina.” Ante-dating this by a month, 
“Jones’ Addition” was added, and in April, 1867, 
“Calkins’ Addition” was added, followed in May 
of the same year by the “Depot Addition.” In 
1867 a two-story frame schoolhouse was built on 
the corner of Santa Fe Avenue and Ash Street, 
being the building owned by C. T. Hilton, 
and by him used as a livery stable. The first 
teacher that taught in this school was Phillip 
Wickersham. Now that a good schoolhouse was 
erected, churches soon followed, and in that same 
year, 1857, the Methodists built the first church 
in town, a small frame on Ash Street, between 
Seventh and Eighth Streets. 


With the coming of the railroad, a better class of 
buildings commenced to spring up, and instead 
of the original log cabins and board shanties, 
neat frame residences were erected. The first 
frame residence put up in town was by B. J. F. 
Hanna in 1868. From 1867 to 1869 the town ad- 
vanced very rapidly. In 1867 C. R. Underwood 
built a grist and saw mill on the Smoky, at 
Salina, which was operated by both steam and 
water power. In 1869 the Baptists erected a very 
neat frame church, and many comfortable resi- 
dences were put up, besides several very good 
stores. In 1870 there was a lull in immigration, 
but a great many very fine improvements were 
made in town, among which was the erection 
of quite a large and handsome Presbyterian 
Church. The business of the town increased 
rapidly, and as the country settled up, north, 
south, east and west, trade was greatly augment- 
ed. By 1871, Salina was quite noted as being one 
of the most flourishing towns in the State. The 
town was all life and everything in the business 
line was in the most flourishing condition. The 
town had grown to considerable proportions and 
could boast of some very fine buildings. The first 
building in town that can be said was used for 
hotel purposes was a frame building erected by 
W. A. Phillips, who occupied it for some time as 
a residence, when he sold it to H. L. Jones, who 
used it in the double capacity of a store and 
hotel for some time, when he in turn sold it to 
Hamlin & Wooley. The first building erected in 
town expressly for hotel purposes was the ‘Plan- 
ters’ House,” which was built by T. L. Webster 
in 1866. As a hotel it has long since ceased to 
exist. In 1867, after the coming of the railroad, 
one Mrs. Emma Bickerdyck built a large frame 


hotel close to the depot, which still stands, but 
being about half a mile from the business portion 
of the city, and the railroad failing to draw busi- 
ness that way, its hotel career was short. In 1870, 
the people having previously voted bonds to 
erect a courthouse, a very fine stone county 
building was erected on the square, bounded by 
Elm Street on the north, Park Street on the 
south, Ninth Street on the east, and Tenth Street 
on the west. The building stands on a beautiful 
plat of ground, surrounded by a nice artificial 
grove of maple trees of seven or eight years’ 
growth. The ground floor of the building is 
divided into county offices, and the upper floor 
is used for a court-room. 


After the completion of the courthouse, J. M. 
Postlewait, in 1871, erected the Pacific House, at 
the corner of Ninth and Park Streets. It was a 
large frame building, with a frontage of eighty- 
six feet on Park Street, and 139 feet on Ninth 
Street. The building and furnishings of this house 
was a great improvement to the city, and also of 
vast convenience to the traveling public. 


While these improvements were being made, 
others of less importance were going on, 
but none of a substantial character, excepting 
the two-story brick building erected on the west 
side of Santa Fe Avenue, for a bank, now used 
by the First National Bank, and which was built 
in 1871 by John Geis & Co. The year 1871 had 
been one of great prosperity for Salina, and on 
Christmas day of that year everybody was feeling 
happy over their own individual prosperity and 
that of the city. In the midst of their felicity, 
however, just as they were about sitting down 
to partake of their Christmas turkey, the town 
was startled by the cry of “Fire!’ The cry was 
taken up by people as they ran, and “Fire! Fire!” 
passed rapidly from street to street. The bells 
rang out the alarm, and many a Christmas din- 
ner was left untouched. The fire originated in a 
saloon on the west side of Santa Fe Avenue, and 
spread rapidly from building to building until it 
was checked by Geis’ bank building, constructed 
of brick, and which had only been erected a few 
months previously. Some of the frame buildings 
south of the bank building were torn away. to 
prevent the spread of the fire, but before it 
could be extinguished, several business houses, 
with the greater portion of their contents, were 
destroyed, entailing a loss of about $20,000, which 
was quite a blow to the young and prosperous 
town. 


Salina at that time was a city of the third 
class, having been so created in 1870, C. H. Martin 
being the first Mayor. An effort was made by 
the City Council to pass an ordinance, prescribing 
fire limits in the city, and to prohibit the erection 
of any buildings within said limits, except those 
constructed of either brick or stone, but, for some 


cause or other, the ordinance failed to pass. Al- 
though 1871 closed so disastrously, it was a pros- 
perous year for Salina, and one of great improve- 
ment. Besides those buildings already mentioned 
as having been put up that year, four very elegant 
churches were erected, the Catholic, Methodist, 
Christian and Episcopalian. Of these, the two 
former are brick, and the two latter frame, but 
all are handsome edifices. The fire of December, 
1871, had one good effect, in that it caused many 
of those who put up business houses afterwards, 
to use other material in their construction than 
wood. Thus in 1872, Hamlin & Wooley put up a 
fine stone building on the southwest corner of 
Iron Avenue and Santa Fe Avenue, which was 
the best improvement to the town up to that time. 
About the same time Oscar Seitz, who had been 
doing business in the town for a number of 
years, erected a two-story brick building on Santa 
Fe Avenue, nearly opposite to that erected by 
Hamiin & Wooley, the lower room of which he 
continues to occupy as a drug store. Adjoining 
this, to the north, and simultaneously with the 
Seitz building, the Ratcliffe Bros. erected one of 
a similar character, and both together make quite 
a fine appearance. During that year another 
church edifice was added to the number already 
built, by the Swede Evangelical Lutherans, a 
very neat frame structure. As indicative of the 
extent to which it was supposed the town would 
grow, it may be well to state that, in addition 
to the additions already mentioned, Bishop’s was 
added in February, 1870, and Holland’s in May of 
the same year. In June, 1872, the corporate limits 
were further enlarged by Geis’ Addition, and in 
November of that year, they underwent further 
enlargement by the accession of Carrol’s Addi- 
tion. Bishop & Blodgett’s Addition was added in 
June, 1874; Oak Dale Addition in August, 1878; 
Bube’s Addition and Phillips’ Second Addition in 
October, 1878; Berk’s Addition in November, 1878; 
and Prescott’s Addition in April, 1879. These are 
the additions to the city of Salina, as shown by 
the county records. The limits of the town are 
now sufficiently extended so that, so far as room 
is concerned, its growth need not be stinted. 


In 1872 Salina became a cowboy town, or a 
cattle trading point. The businessmen of the place 
had expended a good deal of money to secure 
the trade that would be derived from the town 
being made a trading point for cattle, but having 
secured it, the people soon discovered that it was 
not such a desirable thing to have after all. The 
trade in itself was good enough, and the business 
of the merchants in town was greatly increased 
thereby, but the town became infested with such 
a crowd of disreputable character, both male and 
female, that whatever advantage was gained in 
trade was more than counterbalanced by loss in 
morals, and when the cattle trade moved west- 
ward two years, afterwards, the citizens of Salina 
were more rejoiced at its departure than they 


were at its coming. The year 1873 was one of 
rapid advancement, and many good residences 
were put up, but the chief improvement that year 
was the erection of a large brick schoolhouse. 
The town had grown so rapidly that the frame 
schoolhouse erected in 1867 was totally inade- 
quate to meet the demands of the community, 
and the people voted to issue $30,000 in bonds 
to erect a school building that would not only 
be sufficiently commodious, but would also be an 
ornament to the town. The building was among the 
finest in central Kansas, and not the least fea- 
ture about it was the ample and beautiful grounds 
that surround it. The rooms were large and well 
ventilated, the halls and stairways, were wide, af- 
fording excellent means of exit in case of fire 
or other disaster. It was substantially built, neatly 
finished and the style of architecture was beauti- 
ful. In 1874, the residence of W. A. Phillips was 
destroyed by fire, and the Colonel was obliged 
to take up his abode in less pretentious quarters. 
He, however, the following year, erected a large 
brick residence, which, with its surroundings, was 
the finest in town, so that if he was the loser by 
the fire the city was the gainer. In 1875 also, C. R. 
Underwood & Co. built a large flouring mill, at 
a cost of $49,000, which was run by water power. 
In 1878, F. Goodnow & Co. erected a large steam 
flouring mill near the depot, at a cost of $75,000; 
and while these improvements were going on, 
Whitehead brothers, John Underwood and John 
A. Nelson erected a brick block, on the south side 
of Iron Avenue, a little west of the bridge, con- 
taining three storerooms below, with office rooms 
above. More money was expended in improve- 
ments in 1875 than any year that preceded it. If 
1875 was a year of great improvement, it was also 
one of some disaster. The effects of the grass- 
hopper raid in 1874 were felt in all branches of 
business, and a good deal of uncertainty existed 
as to the future. In that year also another disas- 
trous fire visited the town, by which a great deal 
of property was destroyed. Several buildings on 
the west side of Santa Fe Avenue were wiped out 
by the conflagration, and likewise a large livery 
stable, in which thirty horses perished. The loss 
entailed was about $25,000. This fire had the ef- 
fect of awakening the City Council and business- 
men to a sense of the constant danger they were 
exposed to by having wooden buildings in the 
business portion of the city. An ordinance was 
passed prescribing fire limits, and forbidding the 
erection of any wooden buildings within said 
limits. In the following year, being 1876, a very 
handsome brick block was erected by Schwartz 
brothers, on the south side of Iron Avenue, a 
little west of Santa Fe Avenue. On account of the 
year in which it was built, it was named the Cen- 
tennial Block, and about the same time a building 


similar in character was erected just beside it by 
the firm of Markland, Dodge & Moore. Nearly 
all the improvements made in the centennial year 


were confined to dwelling houses, of which a 
goodly number were erected, and among them 
many of the better class. The grandest improve- 
ment in town was made in 1877. This was the 
erection of the Opera House, a magnificent three- 
story brick building on the southeast corner of 
Seventh Street and Iron Avenue. The dimensions 
of the building were 48x1uu feet; the ground floor 
being fitted up as a double store-room, the upper 
portion being finished off in opera house style, 
with stage, scenery and gallery. It was a magniti 
cent building, and was put up and finished and 
furnished by a joint stock company, composed of 
the citizens of the place. The city, in 1878, ad- 
vanced a grade, and was created a city of the sec- 
ond class, of which A. W. Wickham was the first 
Mayor. Up to that time the Pacific House was the 
only first-class hotel in town, but as already 
stated, it was located about three blocks from 
the business portion of the city. John Ericson 
conceived the idea of putting up a hotel more 
convenient to the business center, and the result 
of this conception was, that, in 1878, he erected 
a brick hotel on the west side of Santa Fe Avenue, 
a little south of Iron Avenue, to which he gave 
the name of “Grand Central.” The following year 
witnessed the construction of the McPherson 
branch of the Kansas Pacific Railway, a branch 
that runs from Salina to McPherson, a distance 
of thirty-five miles. The construction of this 
branch road gave quite an impetus to building in 
town, and many brick buildings were erected dur- 
ing the year. Miller, Haggard & Peterson put up 
the “Commercial Block,’ a neat row of brick 
buildings, directly opposite the ‘Grand Central 
Hotel.” Eberhardt & Sudendorf, and Briggs & 
Gebhart, erected together two brick buildings, 
side by side, on the east side of Santa Fe Avenue 
and opposite to these, two more were erected by 
A. F. Shute and J. C. Rash & Son. Another good 
improvement of that year was the erection of the 
Metropolitan Hotel, which was put up by W. P. 
Thacher. It was a neatly constructed brick build- 
ing, and was located on the southwest corner of 
Seventh Street and Iron Avenue, on the opposite 
corner from the Opera House. At the close of 1879 
the business portion of the city was commencing 
to make a very fine appearance, with its numerous 
brick stores and large plate-glass windows, while 
at the same time, the resident portion, especially 
in the southern part of town, gave evidence of 
rapid improvement in a number of very fine 
residences. The year 1880 kept pace with the 
one preceding it, and that year witnessed the 
erection of a large stone business house on the 
northwest corner of Santa Fe and Iron Avenues. 
The building was erected by G. C. Kothe and 


Oscar Seitz, and was occupied by the firm of 
Ober & Hageman as a dry goods and grocery 
house. Opposite to the “Centennial Block,’ on 
Iron Avenue, Dr. Daily erected a brick block 
containing three storerooms and apartments 
above. The church improvement that year was 
greatly advanced by the erection of a large brick 
edifice by the English Lutherans. It was a pbuilding 
that would be an ornament to any city, and was of 
beautiful design. From the time the large brick 
schoolhouse was built in 1873 the population of 
the city had increased so rapidly that, notwith- 
standing the spaciousness of the building, it was 
found to be too small to accommodate the num- 
ber of school children in the city. To supply the 
demand for more room, bonds to the amount of 
$10,000 were voted, and with the money realized 
from these bonds a very neat two-story six-room 
brick schoolhouse was erected in the northern 
part of town almost opposite to the courthouse. 
The year 1880 was the one in which Salina reach- 
ed its climax in the line of improvements, and 
since that time, little, if any, improvement has 
been made. Salina is a beautifully laid out town, 
with wide streets and avenues, and can boast of 
of one of the handsomest parks in the State of 
Kansas. The park is named “Oak Dale,” and is 
located on the east side of Smoky Hill River. It 
contains about fifty acres, the western boundary 
of which is formed by the river. 


Outside the track and all the way round, 
is a beautiful grove of large shade trees, and take 
it for all in all, it is one of the neatest parks in 
the State. The business of the place is represented 
by two auction and commission houses, five deal- 
ers in agricultural implements, three in boots 
and shoes, two in books and stationery, four 
bakeries, three banks, one store, exclusively 
clothing, four drug stores, two furniture stores, 
seven general merchandise, ten groceries, six 
hotels, two, the “Pacific” and “Metropolitan,” be- 
ing superior and the others inferior, four hard- 
ware, three jewelry stores, and four restaurants. 
The manufactories of the place are represented 
by two large flouring mills and one smaller one, 
a bed spring and wire mattress manufactory, and 
carriage and wagon factory, a foundry and agri- 
cultural implement works, and two cigar factor- 
ies. There are six grain elevators in town, three 
lumber yards, two marble works, five blacksmith 
shops, four livery stables, and two wagon shops. 
There are ten church edifices in town, a court- 
house, an opera-house, and two good school build- 
ings. The press was represented by the Journal, 
Herald and Independent. The population of the 
city was estimated now, 1882, at 3,500. 


Early Saline County History 


More or less uncertainty usually hangs around 
the question as to who was the first settler in the 
county, and while the question is one of but 
little, if any, importance in the multiplicity of 
transactions and incidents that make up the his- 
tory of a county, yet it is one upon which men 
are more tenacious in their opinion than upon al- 
most any other. The first attempt at settlement in 
what is now Saline County, of which there is any 
authentic account, was that made by P. B. Plumb, 
United States Senator from Kansas, Major Pierce, 
a resident of Junction City, and one Mr. Hunter. 


This party, as early as 1856, came as far west 
as the mouth of the Saline River, where they pro- 
jected a town on the south side of the river, to 
which they gave the name of Mariposa. The name 
sounds very nicely, and why it was not named 
Plumbville, or Piercetown, or Huntersburg, is yet 
a mystery. The selection of the site showed their 
good taste, because the place chosen was a de- 
lightful spot. The town grew to the dimensions of 
one log house above ground, and a well under- 
ground, when it was abandoned, and Saline 
County was left without an inhabitant. Col. Plumb 
went to Emporia, and afterward became United 
States Senator, another verification of Shake- 
spere that “there’s divinity that shapes our ends, 
rough hew them how we will.” The attempt of 
the parties mentioned, can not be called a settle- 
ment in any sense. The second session of the 
Territorial Legislature, chartered, in 1856, a com- 
pany that had been organized under the name of 
the “Buchanan Town Company,” taking its name 
from the individual who, in that year, was elected 
to the office of President of the United States. 


This company was granted wonderful powers. 
They could build cities, construct railways, im- 
prove water privileges, and erect salt works, and 
to aid them in doing all these things, they were 
to have several thousands acres of land. No use 
of being niggardily over a few acres of land, 
especially as it was not theirs to give, the whole 
being the property of the United States Govern- 
ment. However, acting under the powers confer- 
red, during the summer of 1857, a settlement 
was attempted to be made at a point near the 
mouth of the Solomon River, in Saline County. 
A large tract of land was selected, a portion of 
which was set apart for a public square. Eight 
log cabins were erected by the company, two 
on each side of the square, and the town of 
Buchanan was established. The name, however, 
had no attraction, and only two of the cabins 
were ever occupied. 


The head of this enterprise was Richard Mob- 
ley, who resided at Ogden, in Riley County, and 


who was a member of the Lecompton Constitu- 
tional Convention. He occupied one of the cabins 
with his wife and child, but the latter dying soon 
after, Buchanan was abandoned, and once more 
Saline County was left without a settler. The log 
houses were, some two or three years afterward, 
destroyed by prairie fires, so that the last vestige 
of Buchanan perished in the flames. 


In the spring of 1857 W. A. Phillips, who for 
some time previously had been traveling through 
the settled portions of Kansas, conceived the idea 
of making a tour on foot through a portion of the 
unsettled territory with the object of selecting a 
town site. To accompany him on his tour he en- 
gaged the services of an Englishman named Smith. 
Providing themselves with blankets, arms, am- 
munition, and stowage for several days provisions, 
they started out, taking conveyance as far as the 
vicinity of Fort Riley. From there they started 
out on foot, following up the Smoky Hill River 
as far as the Saline, the course of which they 
followed for a short distance when they crossed 
to the Solomon, which they partially examined for 
a town site. By that time their rations were be- 
coming quite low, and as there was no place 
nearer than fifty miles where they could replenish 
their store they struck for the Republican. They 
followed the Republican and Kaw until they 
reached Manhattan. Here they renewed their 
stock of provisions and started out again, follow- 
ing up the Blue till they came to the forks, where 
a few stakes were driven to indicate that the 
claim was marked. Following the West branch 
of the Blue they came to the Military Road, and 
turning into this they followed it, reaching 
Marysville. From Marysville they struck out for 
Richmond, a distance of fifty-one miles, which 
they accomplished in one day. Their journeyings 
extended over a period of two weeks and the 
average distance traveled each day was fifty 
miles. To this trip is to be attributed the first 
permanent settlement in Saline County, because 
after thoroughly examining the grounds over 
which he traveled for a town site Col. Phillips 
determined to locate on the banks of the Smoky. 
In accordance with this determination in Feb- 
ruary, 1858, he returned to the Smoky Hill Valley 
in company with A. M. Campbell and James Muir, 
three sons of “Auld Scotia,” although somewhat 
degenerate or they would have given some name 
to the town they located to indicate in the far-off 
future that the founders of it were Scotchmen by 
birth although Americans by choice. On their way 
up the Smoky they passed through what had been 
established as Buchanan, where they found the 
log cabins still standing but vacant. On Arriving 
at the Saline they found that someone had put 


up a log cabin on the northeast bank of the 
stream, not far from the Government bridge, and 
close to the cabin was a haystack at which some 
buffaloes were eating. On going up to the cabin 
they found it deserted and not a living thing of 
a domestic nature was to be seen around the 
premises. From the Saline they pushed on up to 
the Smoky until they reached that point where 
the river turned due south and here they drove 
their stakes, located a town site, to which they 
gave the name of Salina, and this was the first 
permanent settlement made in Saline County. In 
March, 1858, John and Gotthart Schipple, broth- 
ers, being the party who had erected the log 
cabin on the bank of the Saline, returned and 
settled upon their claim, which they had only 
temporarily abandoned during the winter of 
1857-58. At that time all the country west of the 
6th principal meridian was unorganized territory, 
known as the Arrapahoe district. What is now 
part of Colorado was embraced in this district, 
and any person from this region, in a convention 
or other like assemblage, would be addressed as 
the “gentleman from Arrapahoe.”’ Saline County 
was included in this unorganized territory, but in 
February, 1859, the Legislature passed a bill or- 
ganizing and defining the boundary lines of five 
counties west of the 6th principal meridian, among 
them Saline County. The first stock of goods that 
was ever brought to Saline County was brought 
by George Pickard in 1858. The great floods that 
occurred in that year, washed away all the Gov- 
ernment bridges on the Smoky, Saline and Solo- 
mon Rivers. On reaching the Solomon, Mr. Pick- 
ard found the bridge gone and in order to get his 
goods across the river he had to construct a raft 
of wood and buffalo robes, on which he succeeded 
in getting them over, but in a somewhat damaged 
condition. The washing out of the bridges neces- 
sitated the laying out of a road on the south side 
of the river from Salina to Wyandotte, which was 
a very difficult and arduous task. Before starting 
for his stock of goods, which was not very large, 
Mr. Pickard had erected a small log house on 
Iron Avenue, where the Opera House stood, and 
here he deposited his stock and opened up for 
business. He had not been in the business but a 
few months when he sold out to W. A. Phillips, 
who increased the stock and established A. M. 
Campbell as salesman. In 1859 another store was 
started by H. L. Jones, making store number 
two. In 1858, quite a number of new settlers ar- 
rived, most of whom located in Salina or its im- 
mediate neighborhood. Among these was one Dr. 
Graw, a German, who came from Illinois. The 
doctor had two great passions, one for the violin 
and one for speculating town sites. His great 
desire was to lay out a town that should stand as 
a monument to his name, and in order to ac- 
complish this he selected a piece of land on the 
banks of the Saline. At that time none of the 
lands west of the sixth principal meridian had 


been surveyed, but the doctor resorted to the 
primitive method of measuring with a string. To 
assist him in the survey, he took with him A. M. 
Campbell and A. C. Spilman, and when they had 
measured off what the doctor supposed to be a 
mile square, he gave the prescribed limits the 
name of Grawville, and promised Campbell and 
Spilman four lots each for their services. The 
doctor having located his town, immediately left, 
since which time nothing has been heard of him. 
In the spring of 1859, a great stream of fortune 
seekers passed through Salina on their way to the 
newly discovered auriferous fields of Pike’s Peak. 
Salina, at that time, was the westernmost station 
on the Smoky Hill route to the Far West. They 
passed through with every conceivably idea of 
conveyance. Some went on foot, some on horses, 
some on mules, some on ponies, some with hand- 
carts, and some were furnished with good teams 
and outfits. It was in that year that W. A. Phillips 
built the first hotel in Salina, at the corner of 
Santa Fe and Iron Avenues, he having hauled the 
pine lumber used in its construction, and the 
doors and windows from Kansas City. This build- 
ing he afterwards sold to H. L. Jones, who oc- 
cupied it as a store and hotel, Mr. Jones attend- 
ing to the store part of the business, while Mrs. 
Jones, highly qualified by education and training, 
attended to the hotel part. During that year also, 
Israel Markley, a man of good business tact and 
a great deal of energy, erected two or three 
houses, and Salina commenced to make quite an 
appearance. The Legislature of 1858, as already 
stated, passed a bill organizing the county and 
defining its boundaries, and by the same act 
created A. C. Spilman, Israel Markley and Charles 
Holtzman, a Board of County Commissioners, and 
the men so nominated became the first Board 
of Commissioners in the county. This Board met 
for the first time on the 26th day of April, 1860, 
and organized by electing Charles Holtzman, 
chairman and A. C. Spilman, clerk. The Board 
was sworn by Hugh M. Morrison, a Justice of the 
Peace. The following is a copy of the entry of the 
oath administered as taken from the Commis- 
sioner’s journal: 


TERRITORY OF KANSAS, SALINE COUNTY 
Salina, April 27, 1860 


Personally appeared before me, A Justice of 
the Peace in and for Saline County, Charles 
Holtzman, Israel Markley and A. C. Spilman, 
created County Commissioners under an act en- 
titled “An act to organize the county of Saline 
and define the boundaries thereof,” and were 
duly sworn to a faithful performance of their 
duties.

Col. Wm. A. Phillips 
FOUNDER OF THE CITY OF SALINA BORN IN SCOTLAND 


Col. Wm. A. Phillips was born in Scotland January 14, 1824, and came to 
America in his youth. He came west in the early fifties as a correspondent for 
the New York Tribune; witnessed the growth of Kansas from the day of border 
ruffians until the day when she was attracting as much attention in a commercial 
way as she had previously attracted by border warfare. Colonel Phillips had travel- 
ed over a great portion of Kansas and in 1857 decided to locate a town. He chose 
the site where Salina now stands. He probably chose better than he realized for 
Salina now stands as a commercial center of northern and western Kansas and is 
enjoying a continual growth. 

At the time of Colonel Phillip’s death Salina was but a city of 6,000. His name 
is recalled by all students of Kansas history and his life’s work was a part of the 
state’s history. 

Choosing the Site 

Mr. Phillips with an Englishman by the name of Smith were the first two 
white men to visit Saline county. They came from Lawrence in the latter part of 
1857. It was then that Mr. Phillips chose the site for the town. He and Mr. Smith 
returned to Lawrence. Mr. Smith did not return on the next trip which was made 
in February, 1858. This second expedition comprised Colonel Phillips, James Muir 
and A. M. Campbell, the latter making a trip at the solicitation of Mr. Phillips. 
Both expeditions were overland, the men walking the entire distance from Law- 
rence here. 

Colonel Phillips had previously secured a charter from the territorial legis- 
lature, which was in session that year at Lawrence, and the three men made the 
trip and located on the prairie land which today is covered with fine business 
houses and residences. Their nearest neighbors lived on Chapman’s creek near 
where the town of Chapman now stands. There were three families there and with 
themselves, these comprised the white settlers in all of this great expanse of 
country which is now dotted with the homes of thousands of people and many 
progressive cities and towns. 


Indians and Buffalo 

The Araphahoe territory extended from Junction City west to the crest of the 
Rocky mountains and the Indians and buffalo were rampant. Salina was organ- 
ized under the congressional townsite law which provided two quarter sections 
as the original town site. This original townsite extended from North street to 
South street and from Ninth street to Front street making a plot of land one mile 
in length and one half mile wide. It should be stated here that Gotthart Schippel 
and his brother John came to this section of the state shortly after Colonel Phillips 
and Mr. Smith made their first trip in 1857. They took up a claim, put up a stack 
of hay and returned to Kansas Falls coming back later. 

The First Building 

The first government survey of the territory west of the sixth principal 
meridan was made in the fall of 1858. The charter to the town was had previous 
to this but until the survey of the territory its exact location was not known. It 
was known it was located south of the Saline and west of the Smoky rivers but 
south of the Saline, aside from this the settlers were in darkness as to the exact 
location. 

Colonel Phillips’ wife was the first white woman to come to Salina. She 
arrived from Lawrence in May, 1858. Mrs. A. M. Campbell was the second coming 
from Lawrence in July, 1858. Mrs. Catherine Link, mother-in-law of Israel Markley, 
founder of Minneapolis, was the first white woman in the valley. She lived at a 
point near the fork of the Saline and Smoky rivers. At the outbreak of the Civil 
War, Colonel Phillips left to join the army. By that time Salina was proud to 
possess a two story frame building on the corner of Santa Fe and Iron, another 
across from the log house built by Colonel Phillips and a half dozen log houses 
and shack buildings. All provisions in that early day were hauled from Lawrence. 

Colonel Phillips died on Thanksgiving Day, November 30, 1893. A coincidence 
always remembered in connection with his death is that of his son who died 
in a blizzard on Thanksgiving Day in 1867, at the age of 14 years. 


Gotthart Schippel 


SALINE COUNTY’S FIRST SETTLER - 


In the summer of 1856 Gotthart Schippel and his brother John, who were from 
Saxe ‘Weimer, Germany, came to this territory — Saline County, Kansas — and 
finding rich lands, well wooded and with water decided to settle on the Saline 
River about three miles northeast of present day Salina. That first summer they 
put up prairie hay and traded with the Indian tribes that were friendly; but, in the 
fall they abandoned their frontier outpost, not only because they needed further 
provisions, but more importantly, because the waring Cheyenne and Pottawatomie 
Indian tribes were a constant threat. The following spring they returned to their 
original claim. That year of 1857 marked the first appearance of Col. Phillips, Sa- 
lina’s founder, to this county. The Schippel brothers and Col. Phillips had to leave 
again the following winter because of hostile Indians and to replenish their pro- 
visions. The Schippels returned the next spring and remained on their claim for 
the rest of their days. 


Within a very short time traffic became heavy enough to cause the Schippel 
brothers to commence operation of the first ferry in this county, parts of which 
are now on display in the Smoky Hill Historical Museum. The U. S. Government 
allowed certain fixed rates for the ferrying of army teams and wagons across the 
Saline River. During the Colorado gold rush in 1859, the Schippels would some- 
times make as many as two hundred or more trips a day, earning as much as 
three or four hundred dollars a day. An old, hollow tree served as their bank dur- 
ing this period. This ferry resulted in a small community growing up around it 
known as Schippel’s Ferry. The families of this community were the Giersch’s, ar- 
riving in 1859; Israel Markley, 1860; John Itzen, 1861; Daniel Humbarger, Robert 
Dihle and Charles Tressin, all arriving before 1865. 


John Schippel died a bachelor in 1885 and is buried in the Gypsum Hill ceme- 
tery; but, in 1873, Gotthart Schippel took to wife Clara Wary, who was born in 
Paris, France, and came to the U. S. at the age of twelve with her parents, Nicholas 
and Catherine Wary. The Wary’s first home was a log cabin located on what is 
now the southeast corner of Santa Fe and Ash and they arrived here about 1865. 
The Wary’s at first ran a small hotel until they later acquired a farm north of Sa- 
lina and moved onto it. 


Gotthart Schippel became very active in community affairs. He was one 
of the establishers and operators of the first grist mill in this country; he was one 
of the founders of the German Lutheran Church in Salina, now St. John’s Church; 
in 1861 he was a county commissioner, and also served as Probate Judge. The 
Andres-Cutler History of 1883 recorded that he also served as a member of the 
city council for six years. 


This country certainly proved to be the land of opportunity for hard working, 
industrious Gotthart Schippel. Arriving in the U. S. a penniless imigrant, he pros- 
pered and increased his holdings until at the time of his death, in 1906, he had 
accumulated an estate, according to Connelley’s History of Kansas, pg. 2718, of 
over six thousand acres of farm land as well as valuable town properties. It was 
possible to walk from Salina, along the Saline River, to New Cambria, a distance of 
six miles, without leaving his land. He was survived by his widow and seven chil- 
dren and is intered in the Schippel vault-in Mt. Calvary cemetery. 


Gotthart Schippel still has decedents living in this county: Genevieve Nelson, 
a daughter; Mrs. Nelson’s daughter, Mrs. Leo Geis, Jr., and her six children; Mary 
G. Hart, a granddaughter, Mrs. Norma Aylward, a granddaughter, and her two 
children, who live within two miles of the Schippel home place. The last of Gott- 
hart’s direct descendants, bearing his name, in this county was Zeta Schippel, a 
granddaughter. When she married in 1953 it marked the passing of another fine, 
old pioneer name; the name of the first permanent settler in Saline County, Kan- 
sas. 


Biography of Early Settlers 


D. L. PHILLIPS 


DAVID L. PHILLIPS, farmer and gardener, lo- 
cated on Section 12, in the east part of the village 
of Salina, in Ocober, 1858. He had forty acres of 
fine land, thirty of which he cultivated. He had 
ten acres of good timber, and a fine orchard with 
all varieties of fruits. He assisted to organize 
the town in 1859, and was a member of the town 
company. Their nearest postoffice was Topeka. 
They got their mail about once in three months 
the first year. They afterward got it weekly by 
the Pike’s Peak express stages. The nearest grist 
mill was Council Grove, sixty-five miles away. 
Buffalo, decr, and all kinds of wild animals roam- 
ed over the country near to them, almost un- 
molested. The early pioneers had many buffalo 
hunts, and skirmishes with native tribes of In- 
dians. He was born in Scotland, August 29, 1837, 
and came with his parents to America, in 1839, 
settling in Randolph County, Il. He was raised on 
a farm and lived in Illinois for twenty years. 
Married in 1866, to Miss Carrie E. Conant, of the 
latter county, Ill. They had five children—Olive, 
Maggie, David L., Bessie, Clyde and Robert. He 
was a member of the State Militia during Price’s 
threatened raid. He was an elder in the Presby- 
terian Church. 


WILLIAM BISHOP 


DR. WILLIAM BISHOP, was Superintendent of 
Public Instruction for Saline County. He first 
located in Lawrence, Kansas in fall 1858. Was 
Pastor Presbyterian Church until fall 1850. He 
then moved to Salina, and took charge of the 
Presbyterian Church as Pastor, until 18354. He 
then became Pastor of Highland Presbyterian 
Church and Principal of the Highland University 
until fall 1869, when he returned to Salina. He 
was County Superintendent of Schools from 1872 
to 1875, inclusive. He then went to Independence, 
Kan., and became Pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church two years. Later returned to Salina. Was 
re-elected County Superintendent in fall 1878. He 
was born in Scotland, December 9, 1824, came to 
America with his parents in 1833, locating in 
Lexington, Ky. He was educated in Jacksonville, 
Illinois, College, and after graduating in 1847. 
with titles of A.B. and A.M., became teacher in 
the same two years. Taught three years in Prince- 
ton, N. J. Was six years Professor of Hanover 
College of Indiana. Was ordained to the holy 
ministry, in 1854, his first charge was in Law- 
rence, Kansas. He was married in Hanover, Ind., 


in 1854, to Miss Emma B. Hynes of Bardstown, 
Ky. He was the first president of the Lawrence 
University. He was a member of Blue and Royal 
Arch Lodges, A. F.& A.M. of Salina, Kansas. 


R. H. BISHOP 


R. H. BISHOP, Justice of the Peace and dealer 
in real estate. He located his land claim in 1860, 
moved his family in November of same year, one- 
half mile west of town site, Salina, where he en- 
gaged in farming until 1868. He then went into 
the insurance and real estate business. He was 
County Clerk of Saline County several years, up 
to 1867; acted as Deputy Register of Deeds pre- 
vious to the latter date. He had charge of every 
record in Saline County at one time. Was a mem- 
ber of the State Legislature in 1863-64. Elected 
Justice of the Peace in 1874. Born in Scotland. 
He graduated from Illinois College, at Jackson- 
ville, in 1856. He was married in 1858, to Miss 
Mary Lewis, a native of New Orleans, La. They 
had twelve children, Ebenezer L., Marshall, 
Glover, Anna, William, Mary A., John, David, 
Mary, Richard, Norman and Emma. He was a 
member of the Masonic Order, I. O. O. F. and 
Knights of Pythias. In early times he frequently 
had troubles with Kansas jayhawkers, and re- 
members looking down the barrel of many re- 
volver held in their hands. 


JAMES MUIR 


JAMES MUIR, farmer and stock-raiser, P. O. 
Roxbury, Section 16. He first came to Kansas in 
the fall of 1857, and worked some time in a saw 
mill at Lawrence. Came to Salina March 4, 1888, 
farmed there until he came to his present place, 
in the spring of 1873. The country was consider- 
ably settled. He assisted to build the first house 
in Salina, in the summer of 1855. He took up the 
first land, and opened up the first farm in Saline 
County, near Salina. The nearest markets then, 
of any account, was Kansas City, Mo., 200 miles 
east. The trip was made with oxen, taking four 
to six weeks. He would haul buffalo hides East, 
and return with general merchandise. He was 
born in Scotland, January 1, 1833. Came alone to 
America in 1851, settling in Randolph County, 
Ill., he worked as a hired man on a farm for 
some time. Married in 1861, to Miss Abbie M. 
Wilcox, a native of New York City, born Novem- 


‘ber 9; 1839. He had 200 acres of land in Section 


16: 160 of which he cultivated. He made stock- 
raising a specialty. 


A. C. Spilman 


A. C. SPILMAN, farmer and stock-raiser. He came to this place in the spring 
of 1871. He had 490 acres of land, 200 of which were cultivated. In 1882 he, in 
company with James Muir, raised 2,400 bushels of wheat. He made stock-raising 
a specialty, and had a fine lot of cattle. He was born in Yazoo City, in 1837; was 
raised in Madison County, Ill., his parents moving there in 1838. He enlisted in 
August, 1861, in Company F, Sixth Kansas Volunteer Cavalry; served nearly a 
year, and was transferred to the Third Indiana Home Guards, serving on the 
frontiers in Missouri, Arkansas, Indian Territory and Kansas. He was promoted 
to First Lieutenant and Captain of Company B. Third Indiana Home Guards; was 
mustered out May 31, 1865. He first came to Kansas in September, 1857, living at 
Lawrence, and was a correspondent for several Eastern newspapers. Came to 
Salina in 1858, and was elected County Surveyor of Saline County in 1865, and 
served one term. Served one term from Saline County, in Kansas Legislature, in 
1867. He held several township offices. He was married in 1866, to Miss Mary A. 
Kennison, a native of Ohio. They had two children—James and May. His wife 
died in 1871. Was married again in 1877, to Harriet Stevens, of Pennsylvania. They 
had one son, Alfred Edwin. 


Mrs. Christiana Addison Campbell 


Mrs. Christiana Addison Campbell came to the United States when eight years 
of age, from Paisley, Scotland, where she was born, came to Kansas with her moth- 
er while this state was still a territory and settled at Lawrence, 1856. In 1858 Mrs. 
Campbell came to Salina, which was then a new town founded by her brother Col. 
William A. Phillips, and lived in a log house, the only house in the town located on 
southwest corner of Iron and Fifth. At one time she was one of two white women 
living in the state on the Smoky Hill Route, between the sixth principal Meridian 
and the Rocky Mountains. 


First Marriage In Salina 

After her marriage in 1858 to A. M. Campbell, the first marriage in Salina, 
Mrs. Campbell was postmistress and store keeper, trading supplies with the Indians 
for pelt and furs, while her husband hauled goods overland in the prairie schooner 
from Westport Landing, which is now a part of Kansas City. She saw the town 
grow from a trading post to hamlet, and finally to the city which it is now, wit- 
nessed drouths and grasshopper raids, and followed Kansas loyally through the 
turbulent early history of the state. 


Mrs. Campbell and her mother, Mrs. Phillips were largely responsible for the 
organization in Salina of the First Presbyterian church of which she was a charter 
member. Her faith in Salina, which won for Mrs. Campbell the title “the mother 
of Salina,’ was responsible for the fate of the town which looked gloomy, and only 
those settlers stayed who could not well leave. 


From Famous Family 

The Campbell family has been one of the most vital factors in the growth of 
Kansas. A. M. Campbell, together with his brother-in-law, Colonel Phillips, organ- 
ized the townsite company that laid out the plat of Salina, and his keen intellect 
was responsible for much of the development of the town. For about forty years 
Mr. Campbell was postmaster; the building in which it was located was a one and 
one half story log house. Here, through his mercantile business, Mr. Campbell 
built up a substantial fortune for himself, and with the money assisted in the 
founding of many other mercantile enterprises in Salina. He was twice elected 
register of deeds for Saline County, and served in the Indian Territory in 1862, 
after enlisting with Col. Phillips’ command. 


First Woman to Explore River 
During his absence Mrs. Campbell held the home together, doing what fell to 
her lot to do in this wild country, infested as it was by Indians. Mrs. Campbell was 
the mother of the first child born in Salina, Mrs. N. H. Loomis, and was the first 
woman to explore the Saline River country, making the trip alone with her sister 
100 miles west of Salina in 1858. 
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A. M. Campbell, Jr. 


A. M. Campbell, Jr. was born July 15, 1868 and died on May 6, 1931. Born in a 
house on Iron avenue near the center of the present business district, Mr. Campbell 
spent the rest of his life in Salina. He was the youngest child of Mr. and Mrs. 
A. M. Campbell, both leading figures in Salina and Kansas earliest history, his 
father being one of the five founders of the town of Salina, and his mother 
Christina Phillips, prominent in early Kansas history and the chief figure in 
settling of Saiine county. 


Mr. Campbell graduated from the Salina high school with the class of 1891. 
Later he attended, for three years, the old Salina Normal. He devoted himself to 
extensive farming interests which he disposed of in 1912. With the giving up of 
these activities, he found the leasure time necessary to carry on the historical 
research which became his life work, and fer which he had gifts amounting to 
genius. 


For years Mr. Campbell was associated with his uncle, Col. William A. Phillips, 
as secretary. Col. Phillips spent years in collecting statistics and relics of the 
Kansas he knew in his ealry days. Upon his death, much of this vast store of 
historical material came into possession cf Mr. Campbell. Colonel Phillips had 
organized the Saline County historical society for the preservation of facts and 
figures, of personality stories and relics of Saline county. Mr. Campbell carried on 
this work with tireless enthusiasm always regarding himself as custodian for the 
Saline County Historic society, and adding any personal gifts to the collection, with 
the purpose of safe-guarding historical things for posterity. 


In addition to his written stories of pioneer Kansas life, Mr. Campbell had 
pictures, drawn and painted by himself, which represent one of the most interest- 
ing features of his historical material—a pictorial history of certain groups of 
events, artistically portrayed. He had a library of about 400 volumes on Kansas. 
He had in his possession a manuscript history of Saline county, written by him- 
self; and one of his most treasured possessions was his own story of the pioneer 
expcricnecs of his mother, Christina Phillips Campbell, from the time she came 
to Kansas in 1856. 


Mr. Campbell was a naturalist. He compiled a history of the trees of Saline 
county, with each kind illustrated by a writer. His love of outdoor life was revealed 
in his activity in the state department of physical education, in which he had held 
official positions. 


In recent years this Salina man had been government meteorologist in this 
city, contributing a part of the official records compiled by the government. 


Effie Davis and A. M. Campbell, Jr. were married March 15, 1899. They had 
one daughter, Mary, who is now Mrs. Martin Palmer of Wichita. 


The Campbell collection was turned over to the Salina Library Association, 
and for many years was located on the second floor of the Library building. Mrs. 
Campbell was curator until her retirement January 11, 1955. 


In 1956 the museum was moved to a building in Oakdale Park, now known as 
the Smoky Hill Historical Museum. 


Indian Rock Battle 


BATTLE OF INDIAN ROCK PLAYED AN 
IMPORTANT PART IN SALINA‘S HISTORY 


The Battle of Indian Rock, fought 1857, did more 
than furnish the name for Salina’s newest park. 


It probably played an important part in open- 
ing what is now Salina and the surrounding area 
to white settlers. It was no small battle, for parts 
of five Indian tribes were involved. Here’s the 
story of the clash, compiled by G. E. Ripley, as- 
sistant curator of the Smoky Hill Historial Mus- 
eum. 


At the time of the battle, the Kansas territory 
was settled only on its eastern fringe. The central 
and western areas were truly a “happy hunting 
ground” for Indians. Kansas was in the line of 
migration of vast buffalo herds, and deer, antel- 
ope, elk and wild turkey abounded. 


Warring Tribes 


The Battle of Indian Rock arrayed two groups 
of Indian tribes against each other, and the forces 
which led to battle were bound up with the ad- 
vance of the white man to the west. On one side 
in the bloody fight were the Kansa (Kaw), Dela- 
ware, and Pottawatomie tribes — “blanket In- 
dians” from the east, relatively civilized, and 
friendly to the whites. On the other side were 
Cheyennes and Arapahoes, wild Indians from the 
west. Battle came when the eastern tribes ventur- 
ed too far to the west and were surprised by a 
hunting party of western redmen. Fighting broke 
out in the vicinity of what now is Bavaria. The 
wild plains Indians drove the interlopers east to 
Dry Creek, west of what now is Salina. 


Last Stand 


After severe fighting there, the eastern tribes 
again retreated, and took their final stand on the 
hills south of the present site of Gleniffer Hill 
School. A large rock — Indian Rock — marks the 
spot where the tide of battle changed. The blanket 
Indians received reinforcements from an encamp- 
ment of Kaws — two war parties, armed in part 
with rifles. 


One story says a runner sprinted all the way 
from the battle site to Council Grove — 65 miles 
across country — for help, starting at sundown 
and arriving at dawn. The plains tribes had only 
bows and arrows, but they charged the hill fierce- 
ly five times. 


Take Big Toll 
The eastern riflemen took their stand behind 
the large rock and fired into the ranks of the 
enemy, taking a terrible toll. Big Chief, the Chey- 
enne leader, was killed, and at last the shattered 
western bands retreated, never again to make war 


so far east. About this time, William A. Phillips, 
who had explored the Salina area before, was 
looking over a possible town site on the Blue 
River near the present location of Manhattan. 


Changed Mind 
He planned to start a town there. News of the 
Battle of Indian Rock reached Phillips and his 
friends, however, and they decided to come furth- 
er west and stake out a town site in Salina. They 
arrived in February, 1858, only a few months 
after the battle. 


It is quite possible that Phillips and his friends, 
A. M. Cam>bell and James Muir, would have set- 
tled near Manhattan if the victory for the friend- 
ly Indians had not assured them of a safe loca- 


Weapons Used In Battle 
tion. Marks of the battle were plain when Salina’s 
first settlers arrived. Mrs. A. M. Campbell sr. 
(known as Grandmother Campbell found enough 
arrowheads and other weapons to fill bureau 
(two) drawers. A tomahawk found by James Muir 
at the battle site is on exhibition in the historical 


museum in the public library. The label reads: 
“At this time, blood showed on the tomahawk!” 


A friendly Indian described the battle to Mrs. 
Campbell some time later, and his account is the 
one on which Mr. Ripley’s is chiefly based. The 
Indian took part in the affair, and remembered 
that the plains Indians left the ground covered 
by their dead and rode away severely defeated. 


Indian Rock, thus, is a name to remember and 
a fitting one for the park, for if the battle had 
never been fought, who can say what Salina’s his- 
tory would have been?

Salina Police Department 


1958 


At present there are thirty-six commissioned officers on the police force, 
which number was cut down to eleven men during World War II. 


A complete record and finger printing file, for the department, was set up 
by Officer Walt Bueche, in 1931 and 1932. 


Tom Bayne was the builder of the first radio system in 1933, this being a 
one-way system. The present system is a complete two-way, enabling officers and 
dispatchers to converse with one another, thus giving assistance and information 
more specdily. There are, at present, five motor cars and two motorcycles in use 
by the department. 


Walt Bueche was the first FBI graduate from the National Academy. He 
graduated in the 14th session. At present there are two graduates with the de- 
partment — John Howell, who graduated in the 58rd session and Henry Salmans 
who graduated in the 55th session.

Salina Fire Department 


It was Chirstmas Day, 1871, the first large fire 
of any consequence started in Pat Cunningham’s 
saloon. It started about noon while folks were en- 
joying their Christmas dinner and had quite a 
start before it was discovered. Pat Cunningham’s 
saloon was located about four doors south of what 
is now Santa Fe and Ash. It burnt south to the 
Geis building which was a two-story brick build- 
ing and which held the fire until it burnt out. 


Salina also had another bad fire in 1877 when 
the Heubner Livery Stable caught fire. It destroy- 
ed several buildings and several head of horses 
were destroyed in this fire. 


It was during the year 1871 that A. M. Camp- 
bell put in a well and pump for fire protection. 
It was a handcar pump and was located 65 feet 
east of Santa Fe and 80 feet south of Iron Avenue. 
(Part of this pump is in Smoky Hill museum). He 
equipped it with 150 feet of 11/2 inch hose. This 
was probably Salina’s first protection against 
fires in the business district. Up until this time 
they had to depend on the bucket brigade which 
was called upon to fight all fires at that time. 
They claimed this pump would throw water over 
a two-story building, and supposedly, it helped 
save that block from burning in the disasterous 
fires of 1871 and 1877. 


Early in 1879 the Salina Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment was organized with A. B. Dickinson as chief 
engineer. The fire department was made up of a 
chief engineer, a foreman of the engine company, 
a foreman of the hook and ladder company and 
49 firemen. G. E. Bridges was foreman of the 
hook and ladder company with the following 
members: Henry McDaniel, W. H. Gee, C. C. 
Fleck, W. Berg, A. W. Wickham, J. E. Robinson, 
J. M. Champion, O. A. Terry, W. Hogbin, T. S. 
Williams, Scott Martin, W. C. Boone, T. T. Going, 
A. Miller, R. D. Addison, H. Hall, Samuel Temple, 
L. D. Lapham, W. Stech, D. J. Smith, J. D. Brown, 
Patrick Mahon, D. D. Stuart, Alf. Wells, R. E. 
Nichols, Robt. Ricketts, B. V. Miller, H. B. Wal- 
lace, Matt Hederick, A. H. Hines, C. W. Jones, 
Ed. Tuttle and R. K. Jeffries. The Salina Bab- 
cock Company: David Addison, foreman, and the 
following were members: Wm. Foster, Henry 
Schultz, John Derby, W. D. Lozier, B. F. Sim- 
mons, J. C. Krantz, M. A. Fassett, J. Sherman, 
G. W. Peterson, Chas. Johnson, Al. Durant, H. 
A. Volger, Williams Thompson and L. S. Frain. 
The engine house was located on the east side 
of Santa Fe between Iron and Ash. 

This same year, with the organizing of the fire 
department, the city purchased a 700-pound bell 
for fire alarms. It was delivered in September, 
1879, and hung in the old city hall. The old city 
hall was located at 132 N. Santa Fe. 


There seems to be very little record of what 
happened to this volunteer department, but eight 
years later on April 28, 1887, the department was 
reorganized with the following officers and mem- 
bers: Wm. Hogbin, chief( Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 1; Pat Maher, foreman; C. C. Fleck, 
John Donegan, Al. Krause, H. Durant, W. Stech, 
John Lill, H. Lill, S. Jones, A. L. Schultz, W. T. 
Morrow, Sr., Wm. Morrow, Jr., W. D. Russell, 
Anton Brown and D. Kastner. Hose Company No. 
1, F. S. Rising, foreman; H. Longen, Geo. Davis, 
Theo. Younger, A. K. Jackson, O. D. Jackson, W. 
B. Scott, Wm. Fessler and A. Durant. Hose Com- 
pany No. 2; George Myers, foreman; A. N. Wei- 
gerwald, R. Wilmarth, George T. Reeves, Joseph 
Ely, N. G. Boyer, J. W. Dent, J. N. Beck and Ab- 
bot Smith. 


Station No. 1 


In April, 1891, Sam Jones replaced Howard 
Longron as chief. Mr. Longron had replaced Wm. 
Hogbin in 1889. In August, 1893, Sam Jones was 
replaced by Geo. Kastner who was replaced two 
years later in 1895 by Wm. Young. 


On April 2, 1895, Salina had another outstand- 
ing fire which started in the Ober building and 
quickly spread to the Masonic Temple building. 
It was thought for a while that it might destroy 
the entire block but was finally brought under 
control by the gallant work of the volunteer fire- 
men. The Salina Journal occupied the third floor 
of the Ober building and was forced to stop print- 
ing the paper until they secured another location. 

During this period in the history of the Salina 
fire department, they held election every two 
years and the organization elected their chief 
from their own members, so the election of 1898 
replaced Chief Kastner back as chief replacing 
Chief Zerbe. But again August 26, 1902, he was 
replaced by Wiliam Young who had also served as 
chief previously. 


It is also of interest to know that at this time 
fire apparatus was pulled to fires by the hacks 
of the city. The hack stand was located at Santa 


Fe and Iron Avenue and when the old bell at the 
city hall rang forth the fire alarm, it would mean 
a wild scramble to get the hacks turned around 
and race madly for the fire station to get the 
equipment to a fire. The first hack to arrive re- 
ceived $5 and the second had to be satisfied with 
$2.50. 


The department in July, 1901, purchased a 
Champion fire engine which cost $990 and Charles 
Banker (later city clerk), who was custodian of 
the city building, was hired to sleep five nights a 
week at the fire station and to have charge of 
the new engine. He was probably the first paid 
fireman officially in the city. 


About seven o’clock on the evening of June 17, 
1901, a fire broke out in the building of the Kan- 
sas Ice and Storage Company. Because of very 
poor water facilities the entire plant was destroy- 
ed. 


On December 5, 1903, at 12:15 an alarm was 
sounded and the fire was found to be the whole- 
sale house of the H. D. Lee Mercantile Com- 
pany. Again it was reported the water pressure 
was too low and the building was totally destroy- 
ed with about a half million dollar loss. This was 
one of Salina’s greatest fire losses. 


Station No. 2 


On September 4, 1904, the old Salina Normal 
College, located at the west end of Iron Avenue, 
was destroyed by a sensational fire and was never 
rebuilt. This was the alma mater of a good many 
of Salina’s old settlers who are still living in this 
community. 


A. W. Stevenson was elected fire chief in Sep- 
tember, 1905, and held the office until the paid 
department was organized. 


During the latter part of 1908 the old Cottage 
Hotel, located on the alley back of the present 
city hall, was remodeled by H. E. Peters into a 
fire station. He received $785 for the job. 


In December of this same year the fire depart- 
ment committee recommended that the city em- 
ploy two full-time men and purchase a team of 
good horses and a set of harness. This was to be 


done without delay. A team of horses was pur- 
chased from W. O. Tinkler (his grandson, Lawr- 
ence Tinkler, in on the present fire department). 
It was a team of large black horses. They were 
quite wild and hard to manage when purchased. 
Tom Anderson and Cy Welch broke this team and 
for the fire department. Within a year one of 
the horses died and was replaced by another 
horse purchased from W. O. Tinkler. 


April 19, 1909, the mayor appointed Fred Brod- 
beck fire chief. He came to Salina from Chicago 
where he had been on the fire department of one 
of the large industrial plants. He reorganized the 
fire department, Tom Anderson was made driver 
and Chas. Wise was hired as a fireman. This was 
the beginning of the present paid department. 
On June 9 of this same year a horse-drawn fire 
truck was purchased for this department for 
$1,459. It was considered quite a piece of equip- 
ment in those days. 


June 30, 1910, the fire department committee 
authorized the purchase of an automobile for 
the fire chief and a Mitchell car was purchased. 
Chief Brodbeck then conceived the idea of equip- 
ping a common stock automobile into a fire- 
fighting machine that would also serve as a 
chief’s car. This was done at such a nominal ex- 
pense that it attracted the attention of the whole 
country. 


In the spring of 1912 the old Union Pacific 
railroad depot was destroyed by fire. It was re- 
placed later at the present location by a Union 
Depot. 


Chief Brodbeck, on September 30, 1912, while 
answering a fire alarm, had to turn his car off 
the road at the Iron street bridge to avoid hitting 
a horse and buggy. The chief’s leg was broken and 
he was taken to the St. Barnabas Hospital where 
blood poison set in and on October 5, 1912, he 
passed away. 


October 8, 1912, the mayor appointed O. L. Nor- 
ris chief in place of the late Chief Brodbeck. He 
held office until August, 1914. Chief R. N. Camp 
was then appointed and was fire chief until Au- 
gust 15, 1917. 


On July 1, 1917, the city let the contract for the 
fire station at 149 N. 5th street, which the fire 
department occupied until it moved into its new 
modern station October 19, 1950. 


Chief Ben Wolbert was appointed chief in Au- 
gust, 1917, and was replaced by Chief A. L. Wolf 
October 15, 1918, who held the position until the 
following May 15 when he was replaced by Ben 
Wolbert who was fire chief until 1937 when J. E. 
Travis from Wichita became chief. 


On the morning of January 30, 1922, fire broke 


out in the old Masonic Temple and it was com- 
pletely destroyed. This was the second time it 
had been destroyed by fire. It was located on 
South Santa Fe where th F. W. Woolworth store 
is now located. 


At 10:50 a.m., October 10, 1927, the H. D. Lee 
Milling Company elevator caught fire from sparks 
from a flue and was totally destroyed. The loss 
was estimated at $89,125. 


It was 4:30 in the afternoon of December 4, 
1928, when the Rorabaugh & Company caught 
fire. It was located on Santa Fe where the Mont- 
gomery Ward & Company store is today. It was a 
very bad fire and the loss was estimated at $300,- 
000. 


On April 2, 1929, the Christian church was des- 
troyed by fire. It was one of the bad fires of Sa- 
lina. 


Other bad fires with losses over $8,000 are as 
follows: 


Dr. G. A. Gaskey, Dec. 13, 1952, 502 W. Grand, 
$13,183.69. Cause unknown. Fire started in base- 
ment. 


Board of Education, June 18, 1952, 335 S. 8th, 
$18,000. Lightning struck the school gymnasium 
during a severe wind storm. 


Dr. L. F. Eaton, Jan. 30, 1953, 1901 E. Iron, $29,- 
824.24. Cause of fire unknown. Interior of living 
rooms completely destroyed. Balance of house 
extensively damaged by smoke and water. 


Western Ice Company, Jan. 17, 1953, 5th & Elm 
Streets, $50,925.00. Fire and explosion. 


Kiesel’s Ready to Wear, June 23, 1953, 145 N. 
Santa Fe, $9,126.19. Cause unknown. Fire gutted 
interior. Extensive damage to roof. Extensive 
smoke damage to sales floor. 


Pepsi Cola Bottling Company, Jan. 29, 1954, 
350 N. Sth St., $9,598.76. Fire started approx. 20’ 
from front door in paper cartons. Charred ceil- 
ing; broke and shattered windows. Cause un- 
known. 


Ostenberg Mfg. Company, May 2, 1954, 132 S. 
5th, $32,500. Entire building gutted and burned. 
Complete loss on all contents. Cause: Possibly 
lightning. 


R. L. Baker Oil Company, April 22, 1955, 322 
N. 5th Street, $10,186.37. Fire involved R. L. Baker 
Oil Co. service station, wash room and one truck. 
Ben Bumsted’s Auto, Socony Vacuum Transport 
and one truck. Slight damage to S. V. storage 
tanks. One death and four persons burned. Cause: 
Gasoline being pumped into tanks and hose from 
pump to bulk station tanks intake came off; gas- 
oline flooded the service station drive. 


E. A. Holloway, March 31, 1955, 630 McAdams 
Road, $25,000. Natural gas explosion. One death, 
3 burned. 


Gabbert Oil Company, April 25, 1956, 215 W. 
Grand, $8,864.62. Office completely gutted and 
contents destroyed; stock of oil, grease and small 
merchandise damaged by smoke and fire. All lub. 
tools destroyed in the fire. Cause: Overheated 
air compressor.

PROLOGUE 
A fanfare of trumpets heralds the arrival of our Centennial Queen, preceded by the Centennial Princesses, 
Pages and Court Attendants of the Entourage .... Down through “The Avenue of Flags” comes her ma- 


jesty as the State Girls, United Nation Princesses, Military Cadets, The Drum & Bugle Corps, The Out- 
riders, and the United States Jackies pay homage to the Queen. 


EPISODE | REDMAN’S LAND 


For countless moons the tribes of the Kansa, Delaware and Pottawatomies lived in their teepee-studded 
villages in Saline county; families lived, lovers mated and old men shivered awhile at the camp fires, and 
passed to the land of the spirit. 


EPISODE Il INDIAN VILLAGE 


The Indians lived in their picturesque villages, criss crossed by the hunting paths which follow along the 
banks of the Saline and Smoky Hill Rivers ... Here they seek the plentiful buffalo, grow grain, and fish 
the primitive streams . . . They commune with nature and offer their quaint ceremonial rituals and tribal 
dances in an effort to worship or appease the Great Spirit. Here they meet Capt. Zebulon Pike, exchange 
gifts .... pledge their peace to one another, and the good Captain gives them the first American Flag as 
a token of friendship. 


EPISODE III—BATTLE OF INDIAN ROCK 


In the fall of 1857 The Delaware and Pottawatomie tribes were hunting nine miles west of Salina. They 
were surprised by a large force of Cheyenne and Araphoe .. . finding themselves outnumbered sent 
a scout for the Kansa tribe. After much severe fighting the eastern tribes retreated, took their final stand on 
the hills... a large rock ... INDIAN ROCK, marks the spot where the tide of the battle changed. The 
western tribes never again returned to make war so far east. 


EPISODE IV THE FIRST WHITE SETTLERS 


Lured by tales of the territory, William Phillips, Alexander Campbell, James Muir moved westward, and 
found new homes in this territory, thus becoming the first permanent white settlers in Salina. 


EPISODE V—SURVEY OF SALINA 


The job of surveying and plotting off the town site came to William Phillips. Along with his friends he 
formed the Salina Town Company. 


EPISODE VI WAGON’S WESTWARD 


The hardy pioneers rest from their labors as they gather around the campfires . . . they offer a simple 
prayer for their safe keeping, the assemblage partake of an evening meal. Now the fiddlers appear and tune 
up as the hand clapping begins and “Square Away” for a lively Square Dance. 


EPISODE VII THE CIRCUIT RIDER 
The first religious services were held in the Schippel Log Cabin by Father Doumortier the circuit rider. 


EPISODE VIII DEMOCRACY OF RELIGION 


Today Salina boasts of its democracy of reJigion . . . with churches representing all religious denominations 
. .. Protestant .. . Catholic ... and Jewish. 


EPISODE IX EARLY SCHOOL 


Hand in hand with the need for religion goes the need for education. Now we will peek into a session 
of the first school. We see Ella Thacker taking up the lessons for the day. 


EPISODE X SALINA STREET SCENE 


Salina is now a growing community ... The first grist mill was opened, the residents can’t resist coming to 
town on Saturday. Today the stage is due... bringing news of the families in the east our early settlers left 
behind. 


EPISODE XI—BOYS IN BLUE 
April 16, 1861 the peace of the plains is suddenly shattered as the fateful headlines read: “Fort Sumpter 
is fired upon” . . . President Lincoln has asked for 75,000 volunteers and here are the boys in Blue of 
Salina as they appear on the streets of the town to recruit men for the Union forces. 


EPISODE XII—GUERRILLA RAID 
Even though we were nearly 200 miles from the Missouri line, we were not safe from the hostile raids .. . 
15 heavily armed men ride into town . . . loot the town of all horses, and ammunition . . . food! 


EPISODE Xill LINCOLN THE EMMANCIPATOR 
It is 1865 . . . Atlanta has been captured, Lee surrendered to Gen. Grant almost a year ago. We pay tribute 
to the shining soul who has weathered this turmoil and this bloodshed, bearing on his stooping shoulders 
the burden of a war-town Nation as its Chief ... grave in his heartfelt mourning for those dead and wounded 
and the suffering ones left behind . . . regardless of their color or their creed... . 


EPISODE XIV _ FIRE OF 1871 
The entire business district of 20 buildings was swept away by the $60,000.00 fire of 1871. The fire was stop- 
ped by the 1 brick building in town, the Geis Bank . . . had it not been for this one building the entire city 
of Salina would have been completely wiped out. 


EPISODE XV THE FIRST RAILROAD 
The Kansas Pacific railroad was first to arrive in Salina. What an exciting day for the people of Salina 
when the first “Iron Horse” rolled into town. There was much celebration ... They started the whole thing 
off with a reel... THE VIRGINIA REEL. 


EPISODE XVI WILD BILL HICKOCK RIDES AGAIN 


With the coming of the railroad ... cattle drivers brought their beef to the railroad in Salina. Among 
these men was Wild Bill Hickock a representative of the Union Pacific railroad, who rode his horse right 
into McDaniels Saloon . . . right up to the bar, and had a drink of whiskey.

The Schilling Story 


Schilling Air Force Base was born in the dark 
days of 1942 when the United States was fran- 
tically rushing to build its military strength. 
Hundreds of temporary tarpaper buildings sprang 
up in the wheat fields three miles south of Sa- 
lina. By December 1942 the field was busily train- 
ing B-17 Flying Fortress crews. 


In 1943 the Twentieth Bomber Command was 
formed and the Salina base became the first in 
the nation to train B-29 Super Fortress crews. 


The base, then called Smoky Hill, continued 
as a bomber station until the fall of 1949 when 
military-wide budget cuts forced its closing. Only 
a small “housekeeping” force remained. 


With the outbreak of fighting in Korea Smoky 
Hill—now a sea of leaky shacks and crumbling 
concrete— was reactivated as a Strategic Air 
Command B-29 base. In July 1953 the Department 
of the Air Force declared Smoky a permanent 
installation and a long range construction pro- 
gram was planned. 


By June of 1954 sleek six ject B-47 bombers be- 
gan replacing the obsolete B-29s. By 1955 the 
base’s two combat units—the 40th and 310th 
Bomb Wings—began to gain a SAC-wide reputa- 
tion for being the “best of the best’. 


Schilling represents 16 years of development 
and a financial investment of more than $370,- 
000,000. 


In August 1956 Colonel David Carl Schilling, 
Leavenworth born “ace of aces” tragically died 


at Lakenheath, England. In March 1957 the base 
was renamed Schilling Air Force Base and now 
stands as a living memorial to Kansas’ greatest 
pilot hero. 


Today Schilling is considered the top base in 
Strategic Air Command. It was recently officially 
designated “The Golden Anniversary Base of 
SAC”. The honor being given in recognition of 
its outstanding record. This was not always so. 


In the years immediately after World War II 
the leaky tarpaper shacks and oceans of untamed 
mud had earned the base the infamous title of 
“Smoky Hole”. Air Force men fought to keep 
from being assigned there. 


Today, due to the combined efforts of Salina 
citizens and the Air Force, the men in blue fight 
to stay in Salina. Proof of this is the fact that in 
1957 more men reenlisted at Schilling than at 
any other single Strategic Air Command base. 
Many men, when ordered to duty at remote posts, 
leave their wives and children in Salina, hoping 
to be reassigned here. 


Though Salina is widely known for its manu- 
factured and agricultural products, its lovely 
churches and parks and its fine educational sys- 
tem, it is best known to the Air Force for its 
people. 


Air Force families who have served here have 
spread the word around the world that Salinans 
are among the finest and friendliest people to be 
found anywhere. Truly, the Air Force is proud of 
Salina and Salina is proud of its citizens in blue.

In 1861 Col. Phillips in order to supply a pressing need, erected a grist mill 
and saw mill on the Smoky River. 


“Upper Mill” was built by B. Gower in 1879: this was later sold to C. R. Under- 
wood. 


The Sheldon Mill was bought by Chris Eberhardt and H. H. Sudendorf, and 
this and “upper mill’ were run together. 


C. R. Underwood erected a large flouring mill in 1875 on the Smoky River at 
Tron. 


There were six early mills operating during the 60’s and 70’s. As the country 
became more settled, gradually, milling came into greater pominence. 


Daily mill products are 15,000 - 100 weight. Wheat storage in the terminal ele- 
vators has a capacity of 33,000,000 bushels.

St. John’s Hospital 


A voluntary, non-profit institution, was started by the Sisters of St. Joseph, of 
Concordia, at the request of the citizens of Salina, and was dedicated June 28, 1914. 


In 1915 there were only eleven Sisters serving these 400 patients. In 1947 
twenty-one Sister’s and thirty-two student nurses administered to over 2,675 pa- 
tients. Today, there are seventeen Sisters; 40 registered nurses; thirty-one student 
nurses, and 160 other employees; a staff of forty-five doctors and surgeons, caring 
for over 4,000 patients annually. 


The number of beds was increased from 85 to 150 by the addition of a new wing 
in 1950-51, this providing a larger and modernly equipped maternity department 
on the third floor, and facilities for medical and surgical patients on the second 
and fourth floors. The first floor contains a special diet kitchen, cafeteria for em- 
ployees, and special work rooms. 


In 1953 one of the finest modern surgical suites in the Midwest was added to 
St. John’s. 


Recently a complete new X-ray suite was installed, containing developing 
rooms, office equipment, and a new improved type diathermy machine. 


In 1954 a twenty-five bed Pediatric Unit was established, the equipment having 
been provided with the assistance of a voluntary group of Salina women. 


In addition to providing excellent care for the patients, St. John’s Hospital 
serves as a clinical laboratory for the students of the approved Marymount School 
of Nursing. 


At the present time, St. John’s is building, enabling them to add more rooms 
on the upper floors, and moving the record room and other equipment to the 
ground floor. 


A modern Emergency Unit was added during 1957. 


Asbury Hospital 


Under the sponsorship of the First Methodist Church; the University 
Methodist Church and the North West Kansas Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, they acquired the property at the south-west corner of Santa 
Fe and South Street. 


From a humble beginning in 1921, Asbury Hospital has continued its mission 
of mercy to folks in this area for more than a quarter of a century. Opening its 
doors on October 1, 1921, the hospital has grown from a small remodeled residence, 
capacity of 12 beds, to a modern brick structure that will contain 125 adult 
patient beds when completed. 


On February 3, 1922, a small annex to the original building was opened 
adding 16 beds, operating room, X-ray room and business office. The first class 
of student nurses, four girls, was admitted that year. Since that time, 237 student 
nurses have graduated from the Asbury Hospital School of Nursing. 


Ground was broken for the west unit of the present building on April 23, 1927, 
and was completed five months later. In 1941, an additional unit was built on the 
east. This section of the hospital, financed by the generous contributions of the 
many friends of Asbury, was completed in 1942. 


Because of the increasing demand for hospitalization, the Board of Trustees 
decided in 1944 to create a fund for a new south wing. 


Construction of the new south wing was ordered and work began in October, 
1949. 


The hospital maintains a training school of nursing.

The first school was held in 1861 in the home 
of Mrs. Christina Phillips (Mother of Col. William 
Phillips). It was a two-story structure. Mrs. Phil- 
lips lived in the north part of the house down 
stairs, and in the south room down stairs was 
held the first school in Salina. 

The teacher was Etta Thacher and this was a 
subscription school. The first man to teach in Sa- 
lina was Hugh H. Morrison. He built his two 
roomed house at 7th and Iron. When the family 
moved to another location the house was used for 
school purposes. This was a subscription school 
until March 11, 1864. 

In 1855, School District No. 2 was organized; 
from this time on, public money raised by taxa- 
tion was used for school purposes. In fall of 1835, 
Miss Katherine Houston was employed to take 
charge of the twenty or so pupils. 

The school directors secured a small one room 
building on the bank of the Smoky Hill River 
(north side of Iron Avenue) known as “The Den”. 

The building was made with hewed studing 
and clapboards. The inside contained two seated 
desks (carpenter made). 

After teaching a year, Miss Houston became 
Mrs. Luke Parsons. 

The first real school building was occupied first 
in the fall of 1868. It was built on the Central 
School ground, located in the 200 block between 
7th and 8th Street. It consisted of a white frame 
structure with one large room below. Also a hall, 
stairway, and two rooms above. 

The first teachers in the new building were: 

Mrs. Sally Bean (later Mrs. S. A. Holand) 

L. O. Wight 

T. D. Fitzpatrick came to Salina in 1877. He 
took charge of the schools and organized the first 
high school. He was with the schools for 8 years. 
(Then real estate and Postmaster) — 1897-1910. 


SACRED HEART SCHOOL 


The first Parochial school was a story and a 
half house located at 8th and Iron. In 1884, this 
building was moved a short distance back to the 
west and a larger 3 story addition was built in 
front facing 8th Street. 

The first parochial teacher was Miss Kate Cant- 
well. In 1889, the Sisters of Charity of Leaven- 
worth came to teach. They were: Sister Justina, 
Sister Scholastica, Sister Agnes, Sister Lucilia. 

In 1900, the Sisters of St. Joseph, whose mother 
house is in Concordia, replaced the Sisters of 
Charity.

ST. JOHN’S MILITARY SCHOOL 
St. John’s Military School was founded by the 


Episcopal Church in 1887. Bishop Thomas of the 
Kansas diocese laid the cornerstone in the fall of 
1887. 

Judge J. H. Prescott was the first president of 
the Board of Trustees. E. W. Ober, A. M. Claflin, 
E. C. Crop and Rev. J. A. Antrin, rector of the 
Episcopal Church.

Later in 1914, Col. Waldorf Gansale reorganiz-

MOUNT BARBARA 


Mount Barbara was organized as a school of 
secondary grade for boys in 1900. It operated a 
little more than a year when it was struck by 
lightning and burned. It was not rebuilt. 


The building was erected and occupied as a 
residence by Col. William Phillips, being located 
on the hill east of the city. It was an independent 
institution.

Marymount College 


Marymount College is situated on an elevation two miles east of the city at the 
corner of East Iron Avenue and Marymount Road in the beautiful Country Club 
Heights residential section of Salina. It is the oldest fully accredited, senior, liberal 
arts college for women in the State of Kansas. 


It opened in the fall of 1922 and is staffed by the Sisters of Saint Joseph of 
Concordia who bring to the city one of the finest and best accredited colleges in 
the Mid-west. 

Over 500 students are enrolled from fifteen states, Hawaii, Mexico, Central 
America, South America, Puerto Rico, Hungary and Korea. Marymount’s doors are 
open to all students regardless of race, color or creed as long as they are interest- 
ed and intellectually able to pursue college education. 


Courses are offered in 19 different departments leading to a bachelor of arts; 
bachelor of science; bachelor of science in nursing, bachelor of science in nursing 
education, bachelor of music and bachelor of music education. 


An expansion program estimated at three million dollars was completed in 
1957. Marian Hall a residence hall for upper classmen opened in the fall of 1955; 
The new Fine Arts building which houses a modernly equipped theater and stage 
furnishings opened last February 1957. Music studios, class rooms and a music 
library with a large rehearsal room and recording equipment; four art rooms and 
display section; a little theater and modern classrooms and lighting equipment 
furnish accommodations second to none in the state of Kansas for those interested 
in the fine arts. 


Nearly 2000 alumnae have sought higher education at Marymount College and 
the roster of dietitians, medical technologists, teaching and hospital staffs and 
business careers plus the many successful mothers and home makers testify to 
the worth of the college education obtained at Marymount College in the heart 
of the Mid-west. 


Kansas Wesleyan University 

The University was founded in 1886. 

In the early 1880s men who were to found Wesleyan sought to “establish and 
maintain an institution of higher learning under the auspices of the church.’ The 
purpose of the University from the earlist years has remained — in the words of 
Dr. D. Arthur Zook, president: 


“The world is in desperate need of properly trained persons in every walk of 
life with a deep commitment to the Christian ideal. Kansas Wesleyan seeks to pre- 
pare such persons.” 

Physical factors also played a part in the founding of Wesleyan. In the 1880s 
communication and transportation were difficult at best, therefore the Kansas Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church was divided. The newly formed North- 
west Conference met in 1883 in Beloit and the founding of a college was a major 
issue. 

The first building was what is now called Lockwood Hall. 

Fields of study are many and varied at Wesleyan. 

The 15 acre tree-shaded campus is one of the most attractive in the state. Both 
modern and traditional architecture blend in an overall picture. Among the new- 
est buildings are an eight-family faculty housing structure and a 20-family mar- 
ried student unit. 

The Hall of the Pioneers, administrations buildings, has become a symbol of 
the University. 

The present academic year, 1957-58 is the 72nd in the school’s history. En- 
rollment the present semester is 305 — a long call from the first academic session 
when only two students of college rank were enrolled. 

The first president was Dr. William F. Swahlen who served from 1886 through 
1887. H. M. Mayo, a senior, was a member of the first class and received his degree 
in the spring of 1887. 


C. W. Burch, the entire class of 1891, was the first graduate to complete the 
entire four-year course at Wesleyan. 


Brown-Mackie School of Business 


The original business school in Salina was established in 1892 by Dr. T. W. 
Roach. Later the school was known as the Kansas Wesleyan Business College and 
then the Brown-Mackie School of Business, Inc. It is a professional school and is 
dedicated primarily to preparation for practical successful careers in business and 
secretarial work.
